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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the 1 12 first paragraph 
rejection is improper because the heat sink assembly with the lens does fully enclose the illumination source. Applicant points to Fig. 7A 
to show support for the assertion. Applicant further argues that examiner's rejection is improper because it is based on an incorrect 
interpretation that the current invention does not fully enclose the illumination source. The examiner stated in the rejection that the prior 
art enclosed the illumination source as much as the current invention and therefore met the claimed limitations of fully enclosed. 
Applicant still views the illumination source as not being fully enclosed. Fig. 7A shows illumination source (50) emits light out of both the 
top of the heat sink assembly (90) and out of the bottom. The lens (18) encloses the top but the bottom of the heat sink assembly is not 
enclosed by either the lens or the heat sink assembly. Figs. 9 and 1 1 show the heat sink assembly having an opening at both the top 
and the bottom. Therefore the illumination source is not fully enclosed by the heat sink assembly and the lens but by the heat sink 
assembly lens and baffle plate (33) as shown in Fig. 7A. The examiner's rejection is proper because the applicant does not in fact have 
support for the claimed limitation of "fully enclosed" so the examiner interprets the limitation in light of the specification and drawings to 
more correctly mean "mostly enclosed." The prior art shows the illumination source is mostly enclosed by the heat sink assembly and 
the lens. 
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
